Napoleon’s Famous Fighters, the 
Imperial Guard. 


I.IVED UP TO THEIR MOTTO.

Probably no bou»ohold troop» or 
bodyguard* iu the world ever achieved 
the reputation of Napoleon'» imperial 
jjunrd, and they had their orlglu iu u 
manner 
that 
shows 
that 
imperial 
guards, like inventions, generally are 
gfteu mothered by necessity. 
It wua daring Ills Milan rnmpnlgn. 
In the days of the republic, while Na­ 
poleon was still General Bonaparte, 
that the Austrian» nearly raptured the 
Little Corporal. 
If they luid succeeded 
probably the whole history of Europe 
would have been different and W ater­ 
loo would be still waiting for a reputa­ 
tion. 
He was passing along the bank of a 
rh er with h small escort lent from the 
divisions of Auguereau and Masseim. 
An Austrian corps was hastening up tho 
banka of the same stream to Join Bi*nu- 
lleu. After General Bonaparte had rid­ 
den eorae distance in company with Ati- 
guereuu he then returned to Valeggio, 
where he stopped. He liad been suffer­ 
ing from headache and believed that a 
foot bath would effect a cure. 
Ho during his stop lie pulled off his 
boots and sought to bathe bis feet at 
a house In the village. 
While he was 
thus engaged the Austrian» appeared. 
They came so rapidly that there was 
scarcely time to sound an alarm. How­ 
ever, the alarm whs sounded, the gates 
of the carriageway closed, and the post 
began to make adefense. 
rolling one hoot on one leg and fear 
ing to spend the time to boot the oth* i 
er, Bonaparte rushed out through a 
back way and thus made his escape on 
Ills horse. 
He rushed as liurd as his 
horse would carry him to Messina, I 
and, although his troops were at mess, | 
they were quickly gathered and start- 
ed off after the Austrian», who, when | 
they were met, were forced to flee. 
But the experience taught Napoleon 
a lesson. He found that It whs perfect­ 
ly poaslhle for a commanding otllcer 
to he taken prisoner with comparative 
ease, and he soon found a way to make 
this more difficult. 
He organized a command, at first 
called guides, whose prinrtpul duty was 
to protect the commanding officer. 
By 
degrees this body was increased, and 
under the consulate It was known as 
the Garde Consulalre, receiving that 
title In 171W. At that time It consisted 
of 1177." men ami was a mere body of 
household froFip», although naturally 
with a ma,7i like Napoleon It wns n 
fore»» and not for ornam en­ 
tal purposes. 
In isot. with the creation of the ern 
pire, this laxly became the Imperial 
guard. If grew in size uud importance, 
and In 1801» It was divided into the 
Vie! la garde and the Jeune garde.
